G r e a t e r 
Because Of Effects

Knoxville. Tenn —Susceptibility 
t( infantile paralysis, or polio as 
it is also known, is greater in sum ­ 
mer because of the effect summer 
heat has on body chemistry, Dr.

Larson’s 35-year-old 
woodlot yielded 323 cords of cot­ 
tonwood match bolts and about I,- 
500 board feet of sawlogs which 
were cut for use on the farm. Tops 
and defective trees of low 
value 
were made into firewood. The re­ 
turns on the matchbolts brought 
$967 for stumpage and an addi­ 
tional 8700 for labor and

ment hire. Moveover, another cut

the greatest number of stems after 
logging in the fall and winter. The 
smallest number of stems were 
produced following summer log­ 
ging operations. Although aspen is 
generally considered a low value 
species, it does grow fairly rapidly

and Molly “smack-out” show; ^he 
pointed the way for Boake Carter 
— at least he gave her credit for 
his rise. 
Actually, she was the first per­ 
son 
who 
thought 
of 
putting 
theatrical celebrities in front of a 
microphone. Back in an era when 
women were given only half a 
channce, this 
blue-eyed 
titian- 
blonde, a Newark newspaper re­ 
porter, tackled the top man 
at

broadcasting stations in the world, 
and told him that one of the things 
his programs lacked was a good 
dramatic show.

This m eant cracking down on 
new’ night clubs and most new off’ce build­ 
ings. 
2. Im m ediate restoration of L-41.

is the order, suspended by John Snyder, 
w hich removes controls from building m a ­ 
terials. 
W yatt’s plan is to place all build­ 
ing m aterials on a priority basis. 
3. Give subsidies for low’-cost houses up 
to 25 per cent— if necessary. 
Wyatt did 
not believe, however, that m any subsides 
would be necessary after builders got into 
m ass production. 
4. Convert arm y cam ps into housing by

civilian use.

T he existence of th ese weapons 
was known, but the R ussians gave 
out very little inform ation about 
them. Now, however, details about 
the most com m only used model, 
th e Tokarev 
M1938 
rifle,

been learned from one that haa 
fallen into G erm an h an d s and was 
in tu rn captured from them. They 
are given by M elvin M. Johnson, 
Jr., w ell-know n firearm s inventor,

nance, published here. 
T he Tokarev is a little larger

“Telegrams 
b e t w e e n 
major 
cities will travel by radio beam 
instead of by wire within the next 
few years,” John Cherna, local 
manager of the Western Union 
Telegraph company, stated yester- 
y. 
“By using radio relays in­ 
stead ct the present trunk pole 
lines, the company will replace 
thousands of poles and hundreds 
of thousands of miles of wire. 
“This system will improve the 
quality, dependability and speed 
of telegraph service provided to 
the public. 
It will reduce inter­ 
ruptions resulting from storms, 
falling trees and electrical dis­ 
turbances. 
Also, the cost of the 
program over a period of seven 
years will be less than would have 
been 
required 
for 
maintenance 
and reconstruction of

“The first step in the program 
now under way is the establish­ 
ment of what is known as ‘The 
New York-Washington-Pittsburgh 
triangle.’
